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NOTIFICATION OF NON-COMPLIANCE WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF 37 CFR 

1.192(c) 

1 . The brief contains an incorrect statement of the status of all the claims, pending 
or canceled, and identify the claims appealed as required by 37 CFR 1.192(c)(3). On 
page 3 of the Brief, Applicant incorrectly states, "On March 4, 1997, claim 26 was 
canceled and new claim 31 was added." The correct date is January 18, 2000. Also on 
page 3 of the Brief, Applicant incorrectly states, "On July 30, 2001, claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7- 
9, 11,15, 18, 23-25, 27, 32 and 33 were rejected." No rejection was made on this or 
any date covering just these claims. 

2 . The brief does not contain a concise explanation of the invention defined in the 
claims involved in the appeal, which refers to the specification by page and line 
number, and to the drawing, if any, by reference characters as required by 37 CFR 
1.192(c)(5). A correct summary of the Invention would refer to the specification by page 
and line number for teachings of the invention e.g. a teaching of a method for detecting 
fragment comprising fragments fixed on a substrate wherein the fragments have all of 
the sequence of a full-length gene (as required in Claims 1-22 and 32-33); a teaching of 
a protein labeled with GFP (as required in Claims 23-27); and a teaching of an article 
comprising a substrate having a surface on which one or more fragments have all of the 
sequence of a full-length gene fixed in a hybridizable condition (as required in Claim 28- 
31). 

3. The brief contains an incorrect statement of the issues presented for review as 
required by 37 CFR 1.192(c)(6). On page 4 of the Brief, Applicant incorrectly states 
The examiner has rejected claim 1-25 and 27-30 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
purportedly obvious over Wagner et al." In the Office Action of Paper No. 22, dated 2 
October 2001, claims 1-4, 19-21 and 28-32 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
obvious over Wagner et al. 

4. The brief contains an incorrect grouping of the as required by 37 CFR 

1. 192(c)(6). On page 5 of the Brief, Applicant incorrectly states that "the rejection of 



claims 1-25 and 27-30 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as purportedly obvious over Wagner et 
al." In the Office Action of Paper No. 22, dated 2 October 2001, claims 1-4, 19-21 and 
28-32 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as obvious over Wagner et al. 

5. Appellant is required to comply with provisions of 37 CFR 1 . 192(c). 

6. To avoid dismissal of the appeal, Appellant must comply with the provisions of 
37 CFR 1.192(c) within the longest of any of the following TIME PERIODS: (1) ONE 
MONTH or THIRTY DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing of this communication;
